Pass Up Wilson's 


8-Hour Day Plan 


Presidents of 31 Roads Stand By 


Their Managers In Declaring 
Short Day Is Impracticable— 
Everything At Sea Following Last 
Conference With Wilson At White 
House. 


WASHINGTON, AUGUST 18.—The railway controversy tonight has 


icached the gravest crisis since President Wilson took a hand in the nego- 
tiations. The flat refusal of the rail e hiefs at the White House meeting to 
grant the president's demand for an eight-hour day with ten hours pay with- 
out arbitration, is admitted to have thrown the whole subject in the air, but 
the arrangement that the rail chiefs meet the president again Saturday leads 
to the hope that matters may finally be adjusted without a strike for th- 
rail chiefs' attitude is arbitration or strike. 


THE MEN ACCEPT 


As the railway chiefs left the White house the announcement came from 


the union men that the representatives of the four railway brotherhoods had 
accepted President Wilson's plan, submitted to them last night, to avert the 
threatened railroad strike. 
In a lengthy meeting in the Bijou theatre, the 


committeemen had voted to sanction the plan and so notified the White house. 


On leaving the White house, Hale Holden, president of the C., B. & Q., 


and spokesman for the railroad chief executives said: "I cannot express any 
opinion as to the outcome of our conference today. All I can say is that we I 
will again meet the president tomorrow."

York Central railroad announced to- 
night perfection of a process for eli- 
mination of hidden flaws in steel rails,

Already, it was declared, the 
Xew York Central has reduced rail 
breaks on Us own lines from one 
break in 600 rails to one in 142.OOO. 


The process was developed by the 


Xew York Central's staff of scientists 
under direction of Plimmin H. Dudley.

Wilson today vetoed the army appro- 
priation bill because of 
exemptions 


from" discipline 
for retired 
officers 


forced into it by the house conferees 
led by Representative Hay over the 
opposition of the vrar department. 


Mr. Hay reintroduced the bill today, 


minus not only the section to which 
the president objected, but with the 
whole revision of the articles of war 
eliminated. 
This threatened to com- 


plicate the situation and prex'ent the 
adjournment of congress, 


Th»re have been broad intimations 


that the revision which proposed to 
remove retired officers from the juris- 
diction of court-martial was in the in- 
terest of a certain retired officer who 
was waiting for a time when he would 
be immune from discipline to make a 
public attack on the array. 


Active In Congress 


The officer whose name was men- 


tioned in connection with the report 
•was. while in service, very active in 
legislative affairs, was very close to 
congressmen framing army bills, and 
until his retirement, was reckoned 
with as a power in legislation affecting 
the army. 


The president's veto of the bill is one 


of the developments of years ot con- 
test between the army and Chairman 
Hay. The downfall of the Continental 
army scheme and substitution of ui'- 
nation guard reorganization against 
the recommendation of army officers 
is attributed to him. 


Only the force of President Wilson's 


interference put ihe regular army in- 
crease in ihe new reorganization bill 
thru the house in the face of Hay's 
opposition. Recently President Wilson 
appointed Hay ;o a j:idgeship on the 
court of claims and he is now serving 
his last term in congress. 


The w.-*r department contends ih.v 


many features of the army bill we--e 
written into it in the conference and 
never were debated in house or sen- 
ate. 


President's Message 


In concluding his message, the pres- 


ident wrote: '"The purpose of the ar- 
ti<les of war in times of peace is to 


bring about a uniformity in the ap- 
plication of military discipline which 
will make the entire organization co- 
herent and effective and to engender a 
spirit of co-operation and proper su- 
bordination to authority which will 
in time of war instantly make the en- 
tire army a unit in its purpose of self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty in the 
national defense. 


'"These purposes cannot be accom- 


plished if the retired officers, still a 
part of the military establishment still 
relied upon to perform important du- 
ties, are excluded, upon retirement, 
from the wholesome and unifying ef- 
fect of this subjection to a common 
discipline. 


"I am persuaded that officers upon 


the retired list would themselves re- 
gard as an invidious and unpalatable 
discrimination which in effect exclude 
them from full membership in the pro- 
fession to which they have devoted 
their lives and of which they are still 
members."
